EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to communicating data between a base station system BSS 
and a serving GPRS system support node (SGSN), including the unique method steps of: 

"wherein the user datagram protocol comprises a user datagram port associated with 
network service virtual connection (NS-VC) and the Internet Protocol provides an Internet 
Protocol address associated with a network service entity NSE." 

The closet prior art, Balazinski et al. (USP 6,71 1,143) discloses a system and method for 
interfacing between a BSS and a SGSN in which network service entity identifier NSEI is 
associated IP address and UDP port is associated with BSSGP virtual circuit BVCI. However, 
Balazinski fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations. This renders it 
allowable.
